During the seed trade in the spring, 
Seed Inspector T. G. Raynor, of Ot- 
tawa, found some alsike clover seed

Tweed, which, onexamination, seemed 
to contain too many weed seeds. The 
analysis of an official sample taken by 
him showed that there were 63 seeds 
of night flower catchfly, a noxious 
weed, per thousand of the good seed. 
Farmers buying this seed and sowing 
4 lbs. of it to the acre would be likely 
to get no less than 140,000 to 150,000 
such seeds in each acre seeded. 

The Department of Agriculture sent 
Inspector Raynor on June 30th to lay 
an information against Mr. Clare, who| 
deals in flour, feed and seeds, The! 
charge was made before Magistrate} 
Boulby, to which Mr. Clare plead 
guilty aud paid a fine and costs, 

It justice to Mr. Clare it should be 
said that when he found the seed he 
was offering was so bad he immedi- 
ately withdrew it from the market and 
bought some other seed for which no 
apology needed to be offered. 

All dealers in seeds, whether whole- 
sale or retail, and farmers who buy or 
sell seeds should remember their op- 
portunity to have their seeds tested 
free of charge at the Seed Branch, de- 

artment of Agriculture, Ottawa, 
this fact has been generally known 
now for three or four years, No one 
need take any chances either in buy- 
ing or selling seed foul with weed 
seeds,

The Supply of Qualified Teachers 


From acircular recently issued by 
the Minister of Education, we make

ern 1909, the Model Schools, Nor- 
mal Schools, and Faculties of Educa- 
tion prepared 1705 legally qualified 
teachers, a supply which was larger 
than in any former year except the 
last year of the existence of the County 
Model Schools, when, for obyious rea- 
sons, the attendance was somewhat 
larger than before. In spite of this 
supply, there is a continued scarcity 
of teachers, which is largely due to the 
inadequacy of the Ontario salaries and 
the migration to the Western Pro- 
vinces.” 

In view of these facts, ‘as soon as 
the results of the examinations of the 
Normal Schools are announced, which 
will be about the second week of July, 
a Board of Trustees requiring a teach- 

er should advertise for one witb a 
First, Second, Provincial Third or 
Permanent Third Class Certificate. 
The advertisement should state the 
highest salary the Board is able to 
pay, and should be inserted in a paper 
or papers with provincial circulation.” | 

“Tf, after sufficient advertisement, 
as provided above, a teacher holding 
one of the above-mentioned certificates 
cannot be obtained, the Minister will 
agree to the appointment of a teacher 

with lower qualifications.. Applica- 
tion for leave to do this should be 
‘made, through the Inspector, on the 
proper form of application. Inspec- 
tors are reminded that if a Board does 
not follow the foregoing instructions, 
it Las no right to the Government

SHEEP AND THE REED FLUTE. 


Ifow the Herders of Palestine Care 
for Their Flocks, 


The pastoral life of the Palestine 
peasant’ has always been a subject 
of interest and uw pleasant study. 
The shepherd is seen at his best 
in the spring when he has the care 
of both sheep and lambs and when 
all his thoughts are centered on 
hiy seemingly indolent occupation. 
Work for the shepherd begins in 
earnest with the lambing season, 
which commences early in January 
and continues for two or three 
mcnths; during that time it is no! 
unusual sight to see the shepherd! 
with several newly born lambs or 
kids stored away in the capacious 
fulds of his bosom and the mothers 
in close attendance. 

“When heavy storms of snow or 
rain come on the shelter of some 
cave has to be sought and a care- 
ful watch against the attacks of 
wild animals kept. This watchful- 
ness is not relaxed on a fine day, 
and the long hours on the hillsides 
or plains are whiled away in mak- 
ing music on the reed flute, of which’! 
every shepherd is the maker and 
piayer. a 

The music is an assurance to the 
sheep that the shepherd is on the 
alert; let the music cease for any 
length of time and the flock will 
stop grazing and look around for 
their caretaker and leader. At 
night the sheep are folded around 
the village or camp to which they 
belong. The fold is a large enclo- 
sure, the wall of which is made up 
of good sized stones piled one on} 
avother. There is only one en- 
trance, which is marrow, for the 
shcep as they enter have to “pass | 
under the rod’’ so that the owner 
may count them and see that none 
art missing. 

To find good pasture and a quiet 
resting place is the daily duty of 
the shepherd, and in the long sum- 
mer days the flock rests during the 
heat by some stream or under the 
shadow of a great rock. Each sheep 
hac its name, to which it will re- 
spond on being called by its keep- 
er. In southern Palestime the 
flocks are tended by girls and wo 
men, but in other parts by youths 
and men.

SWEDEN FOR PROHIBITION. 


Ry a Vote of 1,845,249 Against 16,- 
471—Germany’s Drink Bill. 


The question of national prohibi- 
tion has been submitted to a popu- 
lar yote in Sweden and the result 
was that 1,845,249 votes have been 
recorded for total and permanent 
prohibition of the drink tariff 
throughout the country and only 
16,471 voted against. The plebiscite 
was organized by the Swedish tem- 
perance societies, and it arose out 
of the general strike last year, by 
which the drink traffic was already 
considerably minimized. 

Every man and woman was entit- 
led to vote. In the province of 
Jonkoping 81 per cent. of the popu- 
lation yoted for prohibition, while 
in Stockholm the percentages was 
coly 43. 

Some remarkable figures relat- 
ing to the German drink consump- 
tion haye just been published by 
the Imperial Statistical Bureau in 
the Berlin Reichsarbeitsblatt. Tak- 
ing the last four years’ average it 
is sh wn that every German spends 
yearly on beer and spirits alone 
$9.70, the total for a population of 
64,000,000 souls being $622,800,000. 

As regards wine consumption no 
definite figures are available, but 
the bureau estimates it at six pints 
per head per annum, or a total of 
ay proximately $93,000,000. The to- 
tal amount spent in Germany per 
annum on alcoholic beverages is 
therefore well over $700,000,000. 
Thus the German drink bill is more 
than twice the joint expenditure on 
the imperial army and navy; more 
than four times the total of the 
workmen’s insurances throughout 
the empire, and five times the to-

The risk would be obvi- 
ated by purchasing whole lineesd 
and having it ground at home, but 
the objection to this is the difficulty 
of grinding, owing to the linseed 
clogging the usual crushing mill 
used on the farm. Whole milk 
should be fed for at least one 
week. During the next week the 
change from whole milk to skim 
milk should be gradually brought 
about. Substitute each dav a regu- 
lar proportion of skim milk for the 
same amount of whole milk with- 
drawn. The skim milk should be 
fol warm, from 90 to 100 degrees 
F. To replace the fat removed 
from the skim milk as well as to fur- 
nish additional protein, is now the 
duty of the linseed, mixed with the 
milk in the form of a jelly. ‘This 
jelly should be added in small quan- 
tities at first, and slowly increas- 
ed. Begin with a dessert’ spoonful 
in each portion, and gradually in- 
crease until about a cupful is being 
fea night and morning to the three 
months’ old calf. To prepare the 
jelly, boil or steep one pound of 
linseed in water almost boiling un- 
til a thick paste results. Another 
method of precaution is to take a 
halt-cup of ground “linseed in a 
quart of water, and allow it to sim- 
mer just below the boiling point 
until a thick jelly is formed. It 
should be kept cool and sweet un- 
til fed.

STREET NAMES LISTED. 


A Help to the Postoffice In Dolivering 
| Misdirected Letters. 


Absentminded persons who write a | 


namo and street address on a letter 
and put it in the wail without hint of 
the town, city or state to which it is 
intended to go cost the postofiice de- 
partment a lot of trouble and money 
each year, Many of the partially ad- 
dressed letters reach thelr destination 
with litt#e delay, the deficiency being 
supplied by a mail clerk. 

It looks like the cleverest kind of 
work when an envelope addressed to 
“Samuel Stratton, 405 Colyton street,’ 
goes straight to Mr, Stratton at his 
home in Los Angeles, but a peek be- 

| hind the postal scenes shows that it is 

easy, after all, The department bas 
just Issued a 900 page book in which 
| are Usted the street names ip all of 
the 1,200 or so cities and towns in 
which a carrier service Is maintained. 
A glance in this volume shows that 
the only Colyton 
Los Angeles. 

Another letter may be addressed to 

“John Jones, Woodward avenue, be- 
| tween Grand River avenue and State.” 
More than thirty towns or elties have 
a Woodward avenue, but the only city 
in which all three of the streets are 
| found is Detroit, Mich. The book 
| shows it, and the letter goes on its 
way.

to St. Pau! when the writer meant St. 
Louis eventually finds its way to the 


right address through the use of the | 


| Index. 
It is not all so easy, bowever. The

It is important, says Prof. Gris- 
dale, to feed little pigs so they will 
keep on growing while with their 
mother.

PRESSURE OF LIGHT. 


Reason Why the Tail of Comet Pointe 
Away From Sun, 


Because the tail of a comet tn- 
ereages in splendor as the sun 18 ap- 
proached and because it invariably 


points away from (he sun, no matter 
where the comet may be In its orbit, 
it follows that some solar force more 
powerful than gravitation must drive 
| matter from the head to form the tall. 
It is only recently that a satisfactory 
explanation has been found for this 
| anomaly. An undreamed of force has 
| been discovered to which we may at- 
| tribute some of the vagaries of a com- 
et’s tail. That force is nothing less 
| than the pressure of light. 

It is ratber startling to learn at this 
| Iate day that the sunbeams which play 
| upon green grass and blue water are 

actually pressing the earth. Yet that 
| pressure bas been so accurately meas- 
| ured that we know now that the earth 
| sustains a light load of no less than 
| 150,000 tons. Why is it that we do not 
gee objects pushed into space by the 
| solar effulgence? Simply because light 
| pressure acts not so much on masses 
| as on surfaces. The less the mass and 
the greater the surface the more pro- 
nounced will be the effect of light 
pressure. 

Divide a ball of lead welghing one 
| pound into 1,000 little balls. The total 

weight remains the same, but the sur- 
| face bas been increased, Divide each 
again into 1,000 smaller 
balls, The resulting 1,000,000 balls still 
weigh one pound, but the surface has 
been enormously augmented, Carry 
this subdivision so far that Jeaden par- 
ticles are obtained measuring one 
twenty-thousandth of an inch in diam- 
eter. Each one of these particles, if 


main stationary because its weight 
(gravitation) will exactly counterbal- 
ance the light pressure of the sun. [tf 
subdivision be carried beyond that 
critical diameter light pressure will 
wrench each particle from the grip of 
solar gravitation and burl it into 
epace.—Circle Magazine. 


The Beet as Food. 

The beet beats all. It 1s one of the 
most valuable of cultivated plants. 
The sugar beet is a main source of 
sugar and alcohol. The large forage 
beets supply ap excellent food for cat- 
tle, and the red garden varieties pro- 
vide savory table vegetables. The 
usefulness of this valuable food has 
been increased by the production of 
an edible flour from sugar beets. The 
desiccation of sliced sugar beets is 
practiced in Germany on an extensive 
scale, but the product is employed ex- 
clusively as fodder for cattle. In Bel- 
gium a mea! is made from dried beets. 
It is entirely free from the distinctive 


cakes, puddings and pastry. As it con- 
tains about 65 per cent of sugar, it 
can often be substituted with advan- 
tage for sugar in somewhat larger 
quantities. The processes of desicca- 
tion and grinding not only cost less 
than the extraction of sugar, but pre-

Schools or to the Normal Schools to at 
once proceed to make as large a collec- 
| tion ot insects and of botanical speci 
mensas possible, 


Directions for press- 
ing plants and for mounting insects 
may be found in almost any of the 
science note books, 

Weeds, flowers, shrubs and trees 
are everywhere ubout us. The ele- 
mentary facts of their structure, man- 
ner of growth and classification, are so 
simple and easy that they m be 
readily understood by a child. No 
study so enlarges one’s capactity for 
enjoyment, But most important of 
all is the fact that our intimate know- 
ledge of plants, such as botany affords, 
is indispensable to the farmer and the 
gardener, The soil worker, who is 
constantly dealing with plants, cannot 
know too much about them. Tt en- 
ables him to select his seed with more 
care, adapting the variety of soil and 
climate; it tells him how plants grow 
and what food they require ; itenables 
him to avoid losses by weeds ; it shows 
him how to prevent fungous diseases ; 
it teaches him what plants are worth- 
less and which are the most valuable, 

A knowledge of zoology is just as 
necessary to successful farming es an 
acquaintance with plant life, During 
these hot days and sultry nights the 
air is alive with gaudy-colored butter- 
flies and humming insects, some bene- 
ficial and others injurious to ugricul- 
ture. To collect, mount and preserve 
specimens for future use in the school- 
room) should be a profitable and de- 
lightfal work, both for the teacher 
and the student.

A despatch from London says: 
During the debate on naval expen- 
diture in the House of Commons 
on Thursday afternoon Mr. Asquith 
reiterated that it was the desire of 
the British Government to come to 
a friendly agreement with Germany | 
locking to the curtailment of arma- 
ments. ‘I wish,’’ said the Prime 
Minister, ‘that . an arrangement 
eculd be reached with Germany for 
a reduction of the vast naval expen- 
diture. This Government has ap- 
proached the German Government 


on the subject, but the latter can da 
nething owing to the navy law om 
their statute books. That being so, 
we must make our programme ac. 
cordingly.” 

M-. Asquith repudiated the sug- 
gestion that the British expenditure 
was in any sense hostile to Ger- 
many. He declared that the .rela- 
tions between the two ountries 
were most cordial, and pointed out 
that by April, 1913, Great Britain 
would have only twenty-five Dread- 
ncughts to Germany’s twenty-one.

The month of birth, year of 
birth and age at last birthday will 
also be recorded.

Some of the Items for Court Mourn- 
ing When George I. Died, 


One of the English magazines 
publishes an itemized account of the 
mourning bills when * George I, 
died. The total cost of the carpets, 
hangings, cloth for mourning, uni- 
forms of warders, yeomen of the 
guard, chapel children and the 
making of the same was about $35,- 
000,

One of these items is a tailor’s 
charge of more than $5 for making 
“‘a black coat for the Ratkiller.’’ 
There were some attempts at eco- 
nomy, for there is a charge of £50 
by one Thomas Hawgood, embroi- 
derer, ‘‘for taking off the bullion 
budges from the laced coats and 
putting them on the mourning coats 
vf 100 yeomen of the guard and 
forty warders of the Tower of Lon 
don,” 

Among other things provided 
were 140 pairs of large black lea- 
ther gloves for the yeomen of the 
guards and the warders of the 
Tower, ten pairs of black kid and 
twenty pairs of lambskin gloves for 
the children of the chapel, 140 pairs 
of large black rolling stockings for 
the yeomen of the guard and the 
warders of the Tower and black 
leather waistbelts and mourning 
hilted swords for them; cost, £116 
6d. The glass sconces in St. 
James’s Palace were taken down 
and the branches and borders of 
the chandeliers were all lacquered 
black. 
Some of the interesting items 
given in the Queen are: 
For sixty-four yards of black 
three-quarter wide taffeta for six- 
teen pair of trumpets and four pairs 
of kettle drum banners, and mak- 
ing them for the four troops of 
Herse Guards, £67 12s. For thirty- 
one yards of the same taffeta for 
nine pair of trumpets and one pair 
of kettle drum banners, and making 
toem for the Royal Regiment of 
Horee Guards, £33 6s.

Laziness in Youth a Disease 


“Ts laziness in young people a form 
of disease 2” asks Dr. Laumonier in La 
Nature. After a long series of experi- 
ments, he answers in the affirmative, 

What is known as laziness at school, 
he says, is very often nothing but the 
manifestation of a morbid state of 
health, and such children should not 
be aunished but treated as invalids. 
Dr. Laumonier traces the compiaint 
to hereditary causes, Of  twenty- 
seven lazy school children he found 
that twenty-two had parents suffering 
from obesity, gout, diabetes, arterial 
sclerosis or nervous troubles, He_ as- 
serts that sluggishness in various 
forms is transmitted to the offspring 
as the result of maladies from which 
the parents sutfered.

The men who just guess and, who do 
not know what each cow in the herd 
gives during the year, often guess too 
much on the weight of milk and fat, 
and too little on the cost of feed, 
They guess that ‘Polly’ is the best 
cow in the herd, but they do not know 
because they have not weighed or tes- 
ted the milk on any system. Probab- 
ly “Buttercup” is far ahead of **Polly” 
as a producer. 

The men who know the best cows 
in the herd, those who know which 
cows produce a large quantity at a 
low cost are the men who not only get 
good satisfaction out of keeping good 
cows, but they are the men who get 
good movey when they sell, because 
they have records to augment the 
value. The men who know the poor 
cows by their records sell them off for 
beef,and save time,and labor, and feed, 
and stable room, and bad language. 
The men who know enough to select 
good cows on their records of produc- 
tion are the successful dairymen to- 
day. The Dairy Division, Ottawa, 
supplies record forms for milk and 
feed so that men can soon know whut 
profit each cowpays. The question is 
not “* What does the herd average this 
month or next, but what does each 
cow give during the year ?” Each 
cow should be a “long distance” milk- 
er.—C. F, W.

Michigan Supreme Court Gives an 
Interesting Decision, 


_ A-despatch from Detroit, Mich., 
says: The Supreme Court of Michi- 
gan on Wednesday handed down

An appeal 
has been before the Supreme Court 
for some time, and a verdict ren- 
dered on Wednesday, in favor of 
the heirs gives them damages for 
the full amount of wages Austin 
would have earned had he lived to 

_ the age of seventy. 
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A BRAVE MAN’S DEATH. 


Charles Norman Gaye His Life to 
Save Another Man. 


_ A despatch from Nelson, B, C., 
‘says: Charles Norman of the Lucky 
Jim Mine, near Kaslo, one of the 
five who perished in Saturday’s 
bush fire, died in an attempt to 
rescue one of his men, and after 
having seen to the safety of all in 
his charge.

Pack into a mold and place 
on ice. Serve with a cream sauce 
ecmposed of one tablespoonful of 
vinegar, one teaspoonful of mus- 
tard, two tablespoonfuls of fresh 
horseradish, or horseradish sauce, 
one-half teaspoonful of salt, a dash’ 
ef Cayenne pepper and one-half 
cup of whipped cream. — 

Fried Peaches.—The rich yellow 

Crawford peaches are the best. 
Wipe them clean, halve without 
peeling and remove the stones. Lay 
them flat side down in a frying-pan 
with just enough melted butter to 
prevent sticking to the pan. Fry 
slowly until half-done; then turn 
aud fill the stone cavities with su- 
gar. When done lift them careful- 
ly. with a spoon in each hand, into 
the saucers in which they are to be 
seryed, as the syrup will surely be 
spilled if they are carried to the 
table in a large dish first. Peaches 
prepared in this way make a suit- 
able dessert for the little folks 
served with boiled rice which has 
been buttered and sweetened a lit- 
tle. For adults they are delicious 
with hot biscuits or sponge-cake,

CARBONIC ACID GAS. 


Not so Deadly as People Haye Been 
Led to Believe. 


The danger of an excess of car- 
bonic acid gas in the air, the pro- 
perty which makes an overcrowded, 
stuffy room so unpleasant, has been 
rcbbed of all its terrors as the re- 
sult of an experiment carried out 
at the London Hospital, says The 
Daily Mail’s medical correspon-} 
dent. 

To eight perspiring, shirt-sleeved 
students, crowded in an airtight 
box five feet long, five feet wide 
ard seven feet. high, breath- 
ing their own expired air over 
aud over again, at a tem- 
perature of 85 degrees Fahrenheit, 
is due the proof that carbonic acid 
gas, formerly considered such a 
deadly poison, can be breathed 
with impunity in doses forty times 
as large as the law allows. 

In their hermitically sealed box 
the eight students experienced ail 
the sensations of gradual suffoca- 
tion for three-quarters of an hour, 
until the carbonic acid gas rose to 
feur per cent. A stuffy theatre at- 
mosphere might“contain one-thirti- 
eth of one per cent. Peering 
through the large glass windows in 
two walls of their prison, we could 
note their perspiring, flushed 
cheeks, quivering nostrils and gen- 
eral air of physical discomfort. 

When the air temperature from 
their breathing and the radiations) 
from their bodies drove the ther- 
mometer up to 88 degrees Fahren- 
heit (most people keep their rooms 
at about 68 degrees Fahrenheit), | 
Professor Hill shouted: ‘‘Are you 
ready for the fans?’’ A chorus of 
“Yes’’ from the prisoners, and 
three electric fans were turned on 
from the outside. No fresh air was 
admitted, the fans simply stirring 
up the moist carbonic-acid-laden at- 
mosphere. 

‘The effect was little less than ma- 
gical. The students immediately 
stood more erect, breathed more 
easily and deeply, and began once 
again to chat and joke with one| 
another. On coming out none of) 
the men showed any signs of the} 
trying ordeal he had 
through.

Kaormous Amount of Feathers Used 
in London and Paris. 


Startling figures regarding the 
slaughter of birds for the*Paris and 
{London millinery markets were 
given recently to the Selborne So- 
ciety at the Civil Service Commis- 
sicn Theatre, Burlington Gardens, 


| London, when Mr. James Buckland 
| spoke on ‘‘the traffic in feathers and 


the need for legislation.’’ 

“Bird life,’’ said Mr. Buckland,

rate by the traffic in feathers and 
the killing in the breeding season, 
when feathers haye full lustre, 
smoothness and elasticity. During 
1898 1,538,788 egrets were killed in 
Venezuela for their plumes, and in 
1908 the same number had fallen 
to 257,916 as the effect of ten years’ 
sisughter.
